Loxpos, Dec. 6.—The Irish mem- 
bers of Parliament reassembled this 
afternoon, their deliberations being 
conducted with extra precaution for 
secrecy. 

The first business transacted was 
the reading of Gladstone’s letter in 
reply to the committee. Gladstone 
remains firm in his determination to 
in no way recognize Parnell as the 
leader of the Nationalists, and his 
positiveness is emphasized by this 
letter, in which he offers to conduct 
negotiations with a new Irish leader 
on a footing of confidence equal to that 
which he once accorded Parnell. The 
reading of the letter was greeted with 
cheers by the section of the party 
opposing Parnell and ironical cries by 
his supporters. 

A stormy debate followod. Darcy, 
Sexton and Healy made a determined 
attempt to bring abouta final settle- 
ment of the question. They insisted 
there should be an immediate division 
of the members on the main question 
before the meeting, namely, the re- 
tirement of Parnell from the leader- 
ship. 

Finally Sexton gave Parnell his 
ultimatum ‘to the effect that if a de- 
cision of the question is delayed by 
Parnell after 6 o’clock this evening, 
the majority would hold a meeting of 
their own and depose him from office. 
A scene of great excitement followed. 
At 2:45 o’clock a recess was taken for 
half an hour. 

At 3:15 o’clock the members re- 
assembled. 

A strongly worded letter from Arch- 
bishop Walsh was read demanding 
Parnell’s removal. The reading of 
this letter produced a marked effect. 
John O'Connor moved the adoption 
of a resolution declaring Gladstone's 
letter was not satisiactory and that 
Ireland required assurances regarding 
the consta>ulary and land questions. 
The motion was seconded by Kenny. 

Mr. Abraham then made a motion 
that Parnell vacate the chairmanship. 

Parnell refused to allow the resolu- 
tion to be put, whereupon McCarthy, 
followed by 44 other members, left the 
room. 

An exciting incident arose from 
Paroell’s refusal to put Abraham’s 
motion as w.itten. A rewzlution to 
to that effect being handed in by Jus- 
tin McCarthy. 

Parne l leaned across the table, 
struck McCarthy’s hand and siezed 
the resolution and tore it to pieces. 

Justin Huntin McCarthy, son of 
Justin McCarthy, arose from his seat 
and denounced Parnell as having in- 
sulted his father and an enemy to his 
country. He declared he had hitherto 
acted with Parnell, but henceforth he 
would repudiate him. The defection of 
the younger McCarthy raised the total 
number of anti-Parnellites to 45. 

The opponents of Parnell, who with- 
drew from the meeting in a body, are 
now holding a meeting in the confer- 
ence reom and are electing officers. 

Curtcaaco, Dec. 6.—The Irish envoys 
have decided to leave for New York 
this evening unless later advices from 
London shall make it expedient for 
them to remain longer. Their object 
in going to New York is to get close to 
the American end of the cable. They 
declined to make any comments on 
the result of the proceedings of the 
Irish Nationalist meeting at London 
to-day, pending the receipt of intelli- 
gence of the final action of the Par- 
nellite and anti-Parnellite factions.

New York says: The cotton house of 
Vesa Meyer has suspended; liabilities. 
$2,500,000 ; assets, $3,000,000. This is 
the third largest cotton house in the 
country. They will ask for a suspen- 
sion, and say they will pay dollar for 
dollar. The financial panic and the 
slowness of collections, and the decline 
in the prices of cotton are the chief 
causes. The firm is interested in 
many cotion and sugar plantations. 
It is feared the wreck will involve sev- 
eral other firms. Solomon Meyer is 
manager of the New York firm and 
part proprietor of the Port Gibson cot- 
ton mills, Natches cotton mills, and 
the Randelman plaid and stripes 
manufacturers oi North Carolina. 
Adolph Meyer was recently elected to 
Congress and Victor Meyer is Vice- 
President of the Union National Bank. 

New Oareans, Dec. 6.—The firm 
was one of the oldest cotton houses in 
the city and has done a very large 
business for years, both under the 
present firm’s name and as Meyer, 
Wies & Co. The establishment en- 
joyed a high reputatiou and had a 
large trade in the neighboring States 
in cotton. The firm also’ controlled 
several fine sugar estates. Among 
their assets are 18,000 bales of cotton.

Steck Market.

New York, Dec. 6.—Opening sales 
generally showed fractional declines. 
Sugar receipts and National lead are 
each off 144 and Western Union 1. A 
semi-panicky condition existed during 
the first 20 minutes, when on large 
transactions, all active stocks were 
further depressed. A slight rally 
followed, when the market for a time 
became more quiet, but a liquidation 
had been fai:ly started and everything 
afteward reached fractionally lower 
figures. 

The market throughout was narrow 
and the general list was neglected. 
Seven-eighths of the business done 
was in less than a dozen stocks, among 
which Union Pacific, Atchison and 
Northern Pacific preferred were the 
most conspicuous. Later the decline 
was checked and prices began to craw] 
upward slowly.

Mission by Father 
J ate. 
By Associated Press. | 

Pine Ringe, Dec, 6,—The most per- 
loud mission a man of God has under- 
taken for many days in the interest of 
averting. great bloodshed was com- 
pleted yesterday, when good Father 
Jute, a Catholic priest, whom General 
Brooks requested to go out and talk 
with the rampantly hostile’ Indians, 
returned to the Agency. He was the 
only white man who might ever think 
of ever making the trip and living to 
get back. He was accompanied by 
Jack Red Cloud, who went by reason 
of being a widely respected son of the 
famous chief. Ten miles from the 
hostile camp they were halted by the 
pickets and conducted to the camp | 
under cover of Winchesters. A con- 
ference followed, at which there were 
present Two Strike, Turning Bear, 
Short Bull, High Hawk, Crow Dog, 
Kicking Bear, Eagle Pipe, High Pipe 
and Big Turkey. 

Father Jute opened the council by 
asking the chiefs to state their griev- 
ances, and the reply was substantially 
as follows: We object to the recent 
census returns made by Lee. His 
énumeration would not give food suffi- 
cient for us to live on. Lee puts us | 
down many less for each tepee than 
the tepees contain. We shall starve, 
but we will have one big eat before 

starving time comes. After that we 
shall fight our last fight, and the white 
man shall see more blood and more 
dead than ever before. Then we will 
go to our last hunting ground happy. 
If the white man did not mean to 
cheat us out of food, the Great Father 
never would have sent the soldiers. 
There never would be any need of sol- 
diers if the Great Father intended to 
be fair with us. The Great Father 
has done another wrong. He put a 
new line between the Rosebud and 
Pine Ridge Agencies that makes many 
of us leave our homes and give them 
to others. The Great Father broke 
an old treaty when he did this, and 
we can no longer believe the Great 
Father. He says to us: ‘Children, 
you shall never be moved again unless 
you want to move,’ and then he goes 
right away and moves us. We are 
done with promises, and now we make 
a promise that we will fight, and the 
Great Father will find that we must 
not break our promise. We will now 
be very plain with you, Christian 
Father, and tell you another thing, 
something which you may have al- 
ready thought. It is this: We are 
not coming in now, and will not lay 
down our rifles, because we are afraid 
of the consequences. We have done 
wrong and we know it, and if we stop 
now we will be punished. The Great 
Father will send many of us to his big 
iron house to stay many moons, apd 
we would rather die.“ 

Father Jute urged them to be peace- 
able, and explained that the soldiers 
were not to harm the Indians, but to 
protect the agents; that the rations 
have been increased, and, if they 
came, General Brooke would telegraph 
to Washington and get permission for 
them to stay on this agency as they 
desired, The father told them they 
had better stop committing depreda- 
tions, and they would be more easily 
forgiven. Finally he urged the chiefs 
to all come back with him. To this 
some of the older ones made a favor- 
able answer, but the young ones, who 
were heavily in the majority, said no. 
The old men finally agreed that they 
would come in to Father Jute’s Louse, 
four miles northwest of the Agency, 
this morning, and there meet General 
Brooke and tell him in person just 
what they bad told FatherJute. This 
brought a renewal of bitter opposition 
from the majority. 

Finally the young chiefs cooled off, 
and Two Strike, addressing Father 
Jute, said: Hold your hands up to 
the Great Spirit and tell us as though 
you were about to start on your jour- 
ney to the last hunting grounds of the

Wut the tariff bill was under 
discussion in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Congressman Niedring- 
haus, a protectionist from Mis- 
souri, said: 

„Mr. Chairman, as we are about 
to vote upon this bill, I wish to 
draw attention to a statement 
made by my colleague from Mis. 
souri [Mr. Bland] on Saturday last, 
wherein he proposes that under 
the rules my vote as a Representa- 
tive may be challenged, being di- 
rectly interested in Protection. 
Now, let me state that I am not in- 
terested in this bill personally. I 
could to-day lock up my factory in 
the United States, go to Germany, 
where I could hire three men for 
one here who would work twenty 
per cent. more time; I could there 
manufacture my goods, import and 
pay the, duties imposed under the 
McKinley bill, and make twenty- 
five per cent. more than I can make 
by manufacturing in the United 
States. [Applause] This only 
verifies my statement made at ihe 
outset of this discussion, to the 
effect that the manufacturer: do 


not ask for protection except bor 


labor, and that only on the strength | 


of protectivg a scale of wages at 
least three times higher than that 
of Germany can be maintained. 


THe new Constitution in Mis- 
sissippi disfranchises every voter 
who cannot understand the doc- 
ument when read to Lim. In our 
judgment, says the Salt Lake Trib- 
une, that is an impeachment to 
both the honesty and intelligence 
of the men who framed that Con- 
stitution. We don’t believe that 
the Constution itself is constitu- 
tional.

Women Who Have Recently Won 
Consideraodlo Distinction. 
Feats Acecomplished by «a German Trav- 
eler ead Hw Wife—Mr«. Littiecdale’s 
Adventares in Asia Mountains 
Explored by Miss Dowle. 


Several women have won considerable 
distinction within the past few months 
in the way of mountain climbing, says 
the New York Sun. Mount Clarence, 
the great summit on the mountain Fer- 
nado Po, near the west coast of Africa, 
was recently ascended by a German 
traveler and his wife, who passed un- 
scathed among the Bube villages that 
have been such a terror to all explorers. 
These people bave been regarded as a 
mysterious people simply because they 
were not known. Several men have 
tried in vain to.penctrate the central 
portion of the island and ascend Mount 
Clarence, but a Luropean woman was 
in the first party that got to the top. 

Another remarkable journcy, of which 
news has just come, is that of Mrs. 
Littledale and her husband, who have 
crossed the great Central Asiatic range 
of the Hindu Kush. Here are the lofti- 
est peaks of the globe, thoggh this 
chain of mountains, which a woman has 
now helped to conquer, has attracted 
less attention than the Himalayan 
range lying to the East, on account of 
its inaccessibility and the supposed bos- 
tility of the tribes. The only explorers 
who have been in this region are native 
Indian surveyors, sent out by the Indian 
Government in tho guise of peddlers 
ani merchants, and we have depended 
upen their reports for our information 
about this country. 

It is not yet known how Mr. and Mrs. 
Littledale succeeded in getting over 
these mountains, but a telegram from 
Calcutta announces that their journey 
has been safely completed. They 
crossed the mountains at a point a little 
northwest of Cashmere. This is un- 
doubtedly the first time in Central Asia 
that a white woman was with the party 
which did the pioneer exploring in a 
region that was supposed to be inacessi- 
ble to white men. 

The most remarkable woman climber 
of the past year is Miss Menc Dowie, an 
adventursome Scotch girl, who spent 
last summer traveling alone among the 
Carpathian mountains, in the northeast 
part of Austro-Hungary, on horseback 
and on foot, with no companion except 
the peasant who attended her. For ten 
weeks in this wild region she lived 
among the Galician peasantry, conform- 
ing entirely to their ways of life. Night 
after night, when up in the high moun- 
tains, she slept in the open air, wrapped 
only in a cloak. She had reason to 
know now and then in her solitude that 
wildcats, bears and wolves exist in con- 
siderable number in the Carpathians, 
and are rather more curious to find out 
all about a stranger than was comforta- 
ble for her. But she says there is no real 
obstacle toa girl traveling alone from 
London to the Russian frontier. 

Probably not one girl in ten thousand. 
however, would think there was any fun 
in traveling as Miss Dowie did. She 
seldom wore shoes when climbing the 
mountains, for they were slippery, and 
she found she could ascend a steep slope 
in greater comfort barefoot, with her 
feotgear slung around her neck. She 
met with a number of accidents, and 
was very near drowned once while bath- 
ing. But she returned home very 
brown and healthy and very enthusias- 
tic over her unique summer tour. She 
says she is going back to Galicia again, 
but she hopes that her description of the 
journey will not ingluce any other girl 
to follow her example, for the hardships 
of the journey, she thinks, would in most 
cases more than offset its pleasant and 
romantic features. She says no one can 
travel among this mountain peasantry 
without believing that Poland will one 
day be on her feet again. The people 
cling to their love of the old nationality 
and have unshaken faith that Poland 
will ono day again wear its crown. 

The young lady read a paper on her 
summer's adventures before the British 
Association. The paper showed how 
admirably a young lady may study 
geography, for it was full of interesting 
information, and the great geographer, 
Ravenstein, said, in moving a vote of 
thanks, that Miss Dowdie was more en- 
titled to be calleda real goegrapher than 
many of those who went much further 
afield. 

In our own White mountains not a 
few ladies perform feats of wountain- 
eering which a good many of their 
brethren donotcare to undertake. Some 
people who have gonc tp Tuckerman's 
ravine and found their feet weighing 
fifty pounds apiece at the top, have 
wondered that any woman should at- 
tempt this hardest of Mount Washing- 
ton climbs; but for weeks at a time in 
the season hardly a day elapses that 
one or wore ladies do not make this 
ascent, clambering in the last one thou- 
sand feet over bare rocks where the 
route is indicated only by daubs of white 
paint. A few ladics also have made the 
journey over the northern peaks to the 
top of Mount Washington, while any 
number of them have traveled along the 
bridle path leading from tho Tiptop 
House to Crawford’s. Every season 
sees quite a numberof women in the 
White mountains who pride them- 
selves upon their capabilities as moun- 
taineers. and there is nothing in the New 
Hampshire peaks that they will not 
attempt. 


A Use for Cotton Stalka
